Cabinet,  fresh  instructions  ^ere  sent  to  Sir  Miles  lampson  and  Mr.  O'/Alley, 
that  the  latter  is  to  continue  the  discussions  with  Mr.  Chen  in  the  hone  of 

reaching  a  satisfactory  understanding. 

The  Morning  Post  insists  that  the  Ku.m intang  is  influenced  from  Moscow 
and  alludes  to  the  unwisdom  of  the  British  making  a  stand  at  Hankov  over  600 
miles  from  the  sea,  but  rejoices  in  the  evidencn  that  the  Government  intends 
to  stand  on  its  rights  to  defend  British  subjects'  interests  at  Shanghai. 

It  add?:  "It  i3  evident,  also  that  we  shall  have  the  co-oneration  of  our  old 
allies  the  Ja  anese,  «ho  feel  themselves  equally  threatened  with  ourselves. 

Such  other  Powers  as  caro  to  join  in  the  defence  of  their  elementary  rights 
vill  be  welcome,  but  whatever  others  do  there  is  no  intention  of  nulling 
dov-n  the  British  flag  at  Shanghai. 
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
